Gus Barfus, commissioner of 
public safety, announced _ earlier 
that Brown, now head of the po- 
lice automobile theft division 
would be suspended at once. 

“There have been rumors of the 
association of the police depart- 
ment with St. Paul kidnapers for 
some time,” Barfus said. “Mr. 
Brown's name has been mentioned 
unfavorably in this trial. 

“IT am not presuming to _ deter- 
mine the truth or falseness of any 
statements that have been made. 
I believe, however, that if the in- 
tegrity of any police oficer is 
questioned he should be removed 
from duty until he has been proved 
either guilty or innocent.” 

Brown was a member of the po- 
lice detail which pursued and killed 
Homer Van Meter, Dillinger gang- 
ster, here Aug. 23, 1934. 

Bolton, a few hours earlier, had 
eestified that $25,000 of the ran- 
son money was for “a St. Paul po- 
lice oficer” for “tipping off’ the 
Barker-Karpis gang as to the ac- 
tivities of the police during the pe- 
riod Hamm, kidnaped June 15, 
1933, was held for ransom in Ben- 
senville, Ill. 

Each of the gangsters, who par- 
ticipated in the actual kidnaping, 
Bolton, testified, was to receive 
$7800 and $500 was for Edmund C. 
Bartholmey, former Bensenville 


postmaster, in whose home Hamm 


was held. 

Bartholmey, Charles Fitzgerald, 
Alvin Karpis and Bolton all have 
pleaded guilty and are awaiting 
sentence as conspirators in the 
kidnaping. 

Bolton's Story of “Split-up.*

Scattered showers in St. Louis 
and the county, accompanied by a 
35-mile wind in the early evening 
yesterday, sent the temperature 
down sharply, but Weather Fore- 
caster Roscoe Nunn said the dis- 
turbance was purely local. 

There were 24 deaths from heat 
exhaustion yesterday and by the 
middle of the afternoon today eight 
more had been reported.

The hottest 12 
days of July, 1934, he added, had 
an average temperature of 91.8 de- 
grees, 

On each day since July 4, with 
the exception of July 8 and today, 
the maximum has reached or ex- 
ceeded 100 degrees. Yesterday's 
maximum was 101.1 degrees, at 3:55 
Pp. m. 

Light showers were reported by 
eight of the Weather Bureau’s 25 
stations in Missouri in the 24-hour 
period ended at 7 a. m. today. The 
only rain of consequence was at 
Salem, Dent County, where the fall 
was 1.89 inches. The rainfall here, 
as measured at the Weather Bureau 
Station at the New Federal Build- 
ing, was .03 of an inch, but it was 
heavier elsewhere, notably on the 
South Side.

enterprise for profit owned and 
controlled exclusively by the de- 
fendant Townsend and Dr. S. E. 
Taylor.” 

2. The defendants caused the Old 
Age Revolving Pensions, Ltd., to 
lend Edward J. Margett “or to per- 
mit the retention by him of trust 
funds in the amount of twenty-five 
thousand dollars ($25,000), all of 
which he had used exclusively for 
his own personal benefit.” 

3. The defendants caused the 
Old Age Revolving Pensions. Ltd., 
to pay $500 per week to Dr. Taylor, 
“to the end that said funds might 


be used” exclusively for the promo- 
tion and development of his per- 
sonal enterprises and business ven-| 
tures.

the private enterprise.” 


6. The defendants caused the 
Old Age Revolving Pensions, Ltd. 
to transfer unknown sums to Wun- 
der “to supply the deficit and coun- 


The seriousness of the charge 
against McMahon, 34 years old, may 
be determined by the “woman in 
gray” who, some witnesses say, 
knocked the man’s revolver from 
his hand as the King rode before a 
military parade yesterday.

IN GIRLS ILLING

Unidentified Person Ran 
From Hotel About the 
Time Helen Clevenger 
Was Murdered.

ASHEVILLE, N. C., July 17— 


Police investigating the killing of 
Miss Helen Clevenger, 19-year-old 
New York University honor stu- 
dent, are hunting a man who was 
seen dashing hatiess from a fash- 
ionable hotel into a thunderstorm 
early yesterday a few minutes, sup- 
posedly, after Miss Clevenger was 
killed in her room on the third 
floor. 

This incident, together with the 
bullet, which Coroner George F. 
Baier Jr. said wae fired from an un- 
usual type of weapon, probably of 
a foreign make, was all that of- 
ficers had to go on. 

‘The police fixed the time of the 
killing at about 1 a. m, yesterday, 
but the body was not discovered 
until 8:30 a. m. when Miss Clev- 
enger’s uncle, Prof. W. L. Clevenger 


of North Carolina State College, 
went to her room from his own, 
just around the corridor. 

In green pajamas, she was lying 
on her back, her feet under her—a 
position which officers said indicat- 
ed she was shot while on her knees, 
pleading for her life. 

Her Face Mutilated. 

The bullet ranged downward 
through the left part of her chest 
and left powder burns. Miss Clev- 
enger’s face had been mutilated 
vith a sharp instrument. Baier said 
an attempt had been made to as- 
sault her criminally. 

Neither the pistol nor the mu- 
tilating instrument, which Baier 
said could have been a pair of 
scissors, was found. The caliber of 
the bullet, Baier said, was slightly 
less than that of a .32. 

Durham Jones, Negro bellboy, 
said he saw a man run from the 
mezzanine about 1 a. m. while he 
was in the darkened service room 
in the lobby. He said the man 
vaulted over the porch banister to 
the street and disappeared in the 
storm. & 

The bellboy gave only a scant de- 
scription of the man. He said he 
appeared to weigh about 160 pounds 
and was about 5 feet 8 inches tall.

FORMER JUDGE COLES 
DIES IN RICHMOND, VA. 


Bankruptcy Referee in City 35 
Years— Funeral in St. 
Louis Tomorrow. 


Funeral services for Walter D. 
Coles, a former Judge of the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court and former 


referee in thankruptcy here for 35 
years, who died of pneumonia last 
night in Richmond, Va., will be held 
tomorrow at 5 p. m., at Wagoner’s 
chapel, 3621 Olive street. Burial will 
be in Bellefontaine Cemetery. 

Judge Coles resigned from the 
State Supreme bench last Sept. 1 
because of failing health. St. Louis 
had been his home for nearly 50 
years until he went to Jefferson 
City after Gov. Park appointed him 
to the Supreme Court on his sixty- 
seventh birthday, Jan. 6, 1935. Pre- 
viously he had established a nation- 
al reputation as a bankruptcy ex- 
pert. He lived at the Pendennis 
Club, 3737 Washington boulevard. 

His death occurred in a hospital, 
where he was taken soon after he 
went to visit the sister, Miss Lucy 
P. Coles. He went to Richmond 
after a trip to Albermarle County 
and the old Coles homestead. His 
father was Dr. Walter Coles of 
Woodville, Albemarle County, and 
his mother was Mrs. 
lor Preston Coles of Smithfield, 
Montgomery County. In addition 
to his sister his only near surviv- 
ing relative is his brother, Edmund 
Pendleton Coles of Charlotte, N. C. 

Sister’s Influence on Him. 

It was the sister who was re- 
sponsible, unwittingly, for his de- 
cision to accept the appointment to 
the State Supreme Court after he 
had resigned as Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy-in January, 1934, 
he might retire to the seclusion of 
private life. 

“She has never thought a referee 
in bankruptcy amounted to much,” 
he confided to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter at the time “and I am con- 
fident she ‘would like to say her 
brother is a Supreme Court Judge.” 

Of quiet and dignified bearing, 
a recluse in his personal habits, 
Judge Coles as referee presided in 
more “than 7000 bankruptcies. fol- 
lowing his appointment by the late 
Federal Judge Elmer BR, Adams on 
July 1, 1898, the day President Mc- 
Kinley signed the National Bank- 
ruptcy Act. 

So far as is known he had served 
longer than any referee in the na- 
tion. Although he was a Democrat, 
he had retained the appointment 
through both Republican and Dem- 
ocratic administrations. 

Active in Examining Bankrupts. 

In his courtroom on the fourth 
floor of the Security Building he 
took an active part in the examina- 
tion of bankrupts, often taking over 
cross-examination of a _ witness 
from a floundering lawyer and 
driving directly to the »oint. Other- 
wise dull financial hearings were 
enlivened by his shrewdly humorous 
comment, given dryly and gravely 
as he peered over his spectacles. 

One of his favorite questions was 
whether the bankrupt owned an 
automobile. 
self, he would make the _ inquiry 
and then add, “I suppose you do 
own a car — it seems nowadays a 
man can't seek bankruptcy without 
at least one automobile.” 

One of his oddities was a deep

His Explanation of Aversion. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter who 
for years had sought to obtain a 
photograph of him for publication, 
he said finally:

He was graduated in 1889 
from the St. Lovis Law School, af- 
filiated with Washington Universi- 
ty. He practiced law here until he 
was appointed an assistant to the 
United States Attorney in 1894.

FIVE UNIONS WON’T

Pickets Threaten to Lie on 
Tracks in Front of Switch- 
ing Engines, But Work in 
Yards Continues. 


The management of the Shell Re- 
finery at Wood River, Il, today an- 
nounced receipt of assurancés from 
five international unions having 
agreements with the company that 
their members would take no part 
in the strike of the Operating En- 
gineers’ Union, which went into ef- 
fect early this week. The plant, 
which has 2200 employes, has been 
shut down due to the strike. 

Members of the Engineers’ Union, 
with about 750 members, have pick- 
eted the big plant night and day, 
stopping all workers who try to en- 
ter. So far there has been no vio- 
lence, and a force of deputy sheriffs 
is on hand to protect company prop- 
erty. By preventing office workers 
from reaching their desks the pick- 
eta interfered with their own pay 
checks, a company officer pointed 
out. Pay checks for the first half 
of the month were to have. been 
issued next Tuesday, but payday hag 
been indefinitely postponed due to 
the absence of the office force. 

About 180 office workers were 
notified today that their two-week 
vacations, usually staggered 
through the summer, would start 
immediately. 

The closing of the plant has re- 
sulted in the dropping of about 22 
members of railroad crews, em- 
ployed by the Big Four and Illinois 
Terminal Railroad system in ship- 
ping oil from the plant, 

Attempt to Stop &witching. 

Pickets yesterday sought to stop 
a switching crew from moving cars 
out of the plant yard. The manage- 
ment stated the cars were empty 
and that no attempt was being 
made to ship petroleum preducts. 
The strikers, according to the re- 
port of the railroad men, threatened 
to lie on the tracks in the path of 
the locomotive unless the switching 
activity ceased, The switch engine 
was at work this morning, however. 

About 100 executives, supervisors, 
deputy sheriffs and office workers 
are living in the plant, maintaining 
a guard and performing necessary 
maintenance duties. So far no con- 
ferences have been scheduled be- 
tween the company and the Eng- 
ineers’' Union. Several requests for 
information between the respective 
sides have been handled through 
the Sheriff's office. 

As has been told, the strike was 
called following the dismissal of a 
member of the Engineers’ Union 
on a charge of sleeping on duty. 
The union contends that the man 
was not asleep, and that previous 
dismissals took place following re- 
fusal of union members to sign in- 
dividual employment agreements at 
the request of the management. 

Company Statement. 

The company today issued the 
following statement on the situa- 
tion: 

“The Wood River refinery was 
unionized about two and one-half 
years ago. Operations have been 
conducted under 14 contracts, rep- 
resenting as many labor crafts. 
Thirteen of these contracts are still 
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in foree and effect. The contract 
with the Operating Engineers’ 
Union, being the union now on 
strike expired in May, but opera- 
tions have been continued under 
the old agreement by mutual 
consent. All contracts specific- 
ally provide that the company 
may promulgate rules and regula- 
tions with reference to safety, which 
is of paramount importance around 
an oil refinery. Some of the more 
important rules promulgated by the 
company are: That an employe 
shall not sleep on the job; shall not 
drink while on duty, and, that he 
shall not smoke while in the refin- 
ery. The safety of personne] and 
property demands a strict and rigid 
enforcement of such rules and reg- 
ulations. 


“Although the company offered 
to arbitrate this dispute, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the con- 
tract, the union has refused to en- 
ter arbitration.”

Location of Eligible Counties. 

Twelve counties north of the Mis- 
souri River and 43 to the south 
have been designated. Those north 
of the river constitute a block half 
way across the State. The others 
take in everything south of the 
Missouri, except St. Louis County, 
the other counties bordering the 
Mississippi, three adjacent counties 
of Southeastern Missouri, Jackson 
County and two counties east of it 
and a section of 12 counties at the 
southwestern corner of the State.

Farmers and farm 
agents in some of the hardest hit 
counties had told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the first of this week that 
there appeared to be no hope for 
saving corn, the State’s principal 
crop, even for forage, unless it 
rained with a few days. 

Not So Bad Generally as in 1934. 

“However,’ Logan continued, 
“these crops are going back every 
day, and every day an increasing 
amount is going beyond recovery. 
Some may still hold out another 
four, five or, six days. It is cer- 
tain we are not so badly off as we 
were the same date, July 17, in the 
1934 drouth. Things were more 
completely destroyed at this time 
two years ago, and they have more 
comeback ability now than then; 
also, more acreage would come 
back this year if it rained soon. 

“Pastures will be restored with 
rain, but it would take much more 
rain to bring pastures back notice- 
ably than the corn, because the 
corn fields are cultivated. 

“Conditions are growing accumu- 
latively worse. Boone, Cole, Osage, 
Bates and Cass counties are as bad- 
ly off now as at this time in 1934 
and present the worst appearance 
I have ever seen. I have traveled 
recently more than 1000 miles 
through Missouri, covering all sec- 
tions, except the extreme southeast- 
ern and the northwestern, where 
things are not so bad. The situa- 
tion is pretty good in the south- 
east, where there has been more 
rain. 

“No place in the drouth area has 
had enough rain to help crops. At 
Columbia we had .32 of an inch the 
other day but it all fell right in 
town, not on the farms. Water is 
becoming a little scarcer. Live- 
stock has not lost flesh much yet, 
‘except in Bates and Cass counties, 
where. they have about the poorest 
pastures left of any place I know.”

FOR ALL MISSOURIANS. 
The impression seems to be abroad in Missouri 
that the proposed amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion to create a non-political Conservation ‘Commis- 
sion is a measure designed to benefit only hunters 
and fishermen. This is a most mistaken notion. 
The first sentence of the proposal provides that 
the commission shall be vested with the “control, 
management, restoration, conservation and regulation 
of the bird, fish, game, forestry and all wild life re- 
sources of the State, including fish hatcheries, sanctu- 
aries, refuges, reservations and other property now 
owned or used for said purposes and the acquisition 
and establishment of the same and the administra- 
tion of the laws now or hereafter pertaining thereto.” 
It is not our intention to minimize the importance 
of placing the care of the bird, fish and game re- 
sources of Missouri under expert, non-political direc- 
tion. Other states have found this a significant for- 
ward step in conservation, and so will Missouri if 
the amendment is adopted. 
But let us consider a hitherto virtually unnoticed 
feature of the amendment. This is its inclusion of 
forestry among the responsibilities of the commis- 
sion. In the long-run view, the good which may come 
from the amendment through the development of Mis- 
souri’s run-down natural timber areas may eclipse all 
other benefits. 
How negligent and wasteful Missouri has been in 
the matter of forestry can be graphically stated by a 
single set of contrasting figures. In 1899, Federal 
authorities valued the standing timber of Missouri 
at eight billion dollars. By 1933, that great wealth 
had been reduced to 10 per cent of the 1899 value. 
Instead of developing an industry for which the State 
is ideally suited and through continuous replacements 
increasing its value to the State, we had in a genera- 
tion cut it away by 90 per cent! 
The Ozark upland should be raising lumber for 
exportation. Timber should be a paying money crop 
in Missouri, Yet so heedless have the owners of the 
State’s forests been that Missouri must buy carload 
on carload of lumber every year to meet its own 
construction needs. The State which should be sell- 
ing is buying from states less adapted to forestry by 
nature. 
Fortunately, the proposed Conservation Commission 
holds the promise of correcting this sorry eondition. 
With trained conservationists, secure from threat of 
political ouster, in charge of forestry policy, Mis- 
souri’s timberlands should come back into their own. 
Owners who now burn over their land annually will

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., July 17.—Alan 
Crosland, noted movie director, 
died last night of injuries he _ re- 
ceived in an automobile accident 
July 10. He was 41 years old. He 
was one of the pioneers of the 
movie industry, having been asso- 
ciated with the making of motion 
pictures since 1912, when he joined 
the old Edison company. 

The director “was born in New 
York City Aug. 10, 1894.

“The Jazz 
Singer” was released and the mov- 
ies turned to talking pictures. 

Among the pictures he directed 
was “General Crack,” “Scarlet 
Lady,” “Beloved Rogue,” “Viennese 
Night,” “Midnight Alibi,” “Massa- 
cre,” “On With the Show,” 
“Glorious Betsy.” 

At the time of the accident which 
cost him his life, Crosland was en- 
gaged in directing a mystery story,

Dear Mrs. Post: At a formal re- 
ception recently many of the guests 
merely bowed to the receiving line 
and others shook hands.

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An Hour With the Stuart Morgan Dancers 


| 
| ONSIDERED individually, the 
stuart Morgan dancers who 
have been punching Muny 
Opera audiences in the solar plexus 
for two weeks, become: one timid 
blue-eyed girl, with a sore toe; two 
husky youngsters, who thought 
nothing of hailing a dairy wagon 
for a quart of milk to drink as we 
drove through Forest Park; and 
one long-haired, sandal-shod general 
manager, maitre de ballet, and chief 
“catcher,” Stuart Morgan himself. 
He has been in the business about 
10 years. “Before that? Oh, noth- 
ing much, except some ballet train- 
ing. This particular group has been 
working together-—-let’s see, it’s al- 
most a year to the day, isn’t it, 
D’Oray? We'll have to celebrate an 
anniversary of some kind.” This 
last was addressed to the lady acro- 
bat, Lita D’Oray, who was perched 
on the arm of his chair as we sat 
in the Melbourne Hotel lobby wait- 
ing for the photographer. Morgan 
usually refers to Miss D’Oray as 
“She.” 
“She” didn’t look particularly 
happy what with the heat, and 
long hair, worn blonde, which came 
unfrizzed and clung to the nape 
of her neck; and her sore toe which 
hurt in the high-heeled white san- 
dals she was wearing without stock- 
ings. 
Neither were Harold Hart and 
William Katt any too happy when 
we interrupted them backstage in 
Forest Park as they were making 
swimming dates with the chorus 
girls. They don’t have to practice 
at all unless they want to, except 
when the opera directors call a 
full rehearsal and the boys had 
counted on the day for fun. 
“Gee, I wish I was back swim- 
ming where Stu found me a year 
ago,” moaned the baby of the out- 
fit, “Whity” Katt, younger than 
Miss D’Oray, who's a month this 
side of 21. Morgan spotted him dur- 
ing a meet in New York when he 
was swimming for the Park Cen- 
tral Club. “I wasn't sure i'd take 
to this kind of work, but Stu 
seemed to think he was a better 
judge of that than I was, so—well. 
here [I am. How about some soda 
pop.” 
Hart has a longer profession.) 
stage career behind him, starting 
in California. “I got with an act 
and the first thing I knew I was in 
New York. It’s as simple as that,” 


he shrugged. He was inclined to 
take his work no more seriously 
than Katt. Neither of them pays 
much attention to training, except 
to swallow salt pills at regular in- 
tervals, and that, after all, is emer- 
gency treatment. “No, we don't 
have to do much training,” he re- 
plied to the question. “At least not 
out here where we are doing only 
one show a day. Except you'll get 
winded if you eat a heavy dinner 
too near curtain time. In New 
York or Philly when we're playing 
four or five shows a day in movie 
vaudeville, we usually live on sand- 
wiches and malted milks until after 
the last performance.” 


All the dancers smoke as much 
as they please, consumed their 
quota of soda pop with us, and 
talked about how good a bottle of 
beer was going to taste when we 
got in off the golf course. 


Yes, we were on the golf course 
by this time. We had to get out 
on the greens with the sky for 
a back drop to catch the dancers 
from the right angle for pictures. 
They had dressed in an inner sanc- 
tum of the Art Museum without at- 
tracting the attention of the few 
stray visitors, except when “Whity” 
couldn’t resist the temptation to 
compare his torso to that of an an- 
tique statue, and was caught un- 
awares in the pose of a fifth cen- 
tury Greek athlete. The brevity of 
their costumes—black velveteen 
shorts for the men and a white skin- 
tight which Miss D’Oray must have 
pulled out of a coin purse—and the 
eccentricity of their attitudes 
scopped more than one golfer ready 
for his putt on the next green. 


Lita’s skin-tight—there really 
isn’t any other word to describe it, 
unless one calis it a white-wool- 
bathing-suit-with-white-cheesecloth- 
wings-over the shoulders-crossed-in- 
front-like-a-Christmas-pageant - an- 
gel’s—-Lita’s skin-tight was darned 
over the right hip bone. With some 
confusion, she explained, “That's 
where my costumes always wear 
out first, because the boys catch me 
there. They go through next 
around the ribs.” She had kicked 
out her soft ballet pumps, too, be- 
cause, Morgan said, she had bought 
them too small trying to make her 
size 3 foot look shorter. “She” al- 
ways wears wool to absorb perspi- 
ration and make it firmer for the 


men to grip. White is the preferred 
color for a female adagio dancer 
with acrobatic tendencies, it seems, 
for white is easier for the catchers, 
and the throwers, to keep their eye 
on. In “The Bohemian Girl,” you 
will remember, Miss D’Oray wore a 
white outfit with watermelon pink 
and green flowers appliqued across 
the front. The opening night of 
“Oh, Boy!” they tried putting her 
in a leopard skin like the men, but 
Morgan changed that to white the 
next evening. “It’s hard enough 
working out of doors with no over- 
head or borders to help you get 
your balance, without putting ‘Her’ 
in a dark costume,” he said. 

” Frankly, Morgan doesn’t care for 
outdoor work. This is the first time 
he’s tried it, and it just doesn’t ap- 
peal to him. Of course, it’s fine to 


have space to work in, but you 
can't feel your audience across the 


footlights, and that’s as important 
to a group of adagio dancers as it 
is to a prima donna with her ear 
tuned to the first hand-clap. It’s 
different in a movie house, Morgan 


went on, for there your audience 
gives you something to work with. 
And you get even more from your 
spectators around a cafe floor, say 
at the Palmer House in Chicago, 
where the Stuart Morgan dancers 
have appeared. 

“This heat is another fhing I 
don’t like.” Morgan’s understate- 
ment invited the foolish question. 
“Why? Well, just look at us now.” 
The noon sun gave a metallic gleam 
to the backs and chests of the 
men. Hart and Katt had tied 
handkerchiefs around their necks 
and rolled their socks down over 
dusty shoes. “We’re slippery all 
over,” their leader complained, 
“and our tricks depend on the sure- 
ness of our handling. The doctor 
out at the opera made us up some 
kind of aluminum solution to dry 
the skin. We put it on our wrists 
and ankles but I don’t like them to 
use too much of it. It burned a 
hole in my trousers.” Over the so- 
lution they rub resin, a hunk of 
which Morgan pulverizes with just 
one contraction of his powerful 
hand.

There is another whose biography 
ha just been brought to our mem- 
ories, who certainly deserves a 
grateful thought in these torrid 
days—-John Gorrie, who invented 
artificial ice. 

John Gorrie was a physician, and 
the invention was quite in line with 
the work of a busy general prac- 
titioner. 

Dr. Gorrie, a graduate of the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons of 
New York, settled in Florida to 
practice—in the little town of Apal- 
achiola. The great medical prob- 
lem was fever—-malarial fevers and 


yellow fever, especially. 
” . - 
T towara methods to -control the 

temperature. He recognized that 
extreme temperatures were destruc- 
tive to many tissues, and liable to 
precipitate shock and cullapse. He 
was aware of the work of Curtie, 
the Scotch physician, on the use 
of cold water in the control of 
fever. 

But where in Florida, especially 
in the summer, could you get cold 
water? Ice was preserved with dif- 
ficulty. It had to be imported from 
New England and cost a dollar a 
pound. 

So the young scientist started out 
to construct a machine to make ice 
artificially. He knew that when a 
liquid evaporates it absorbs heat. 
But he was not able to construct a 
practical machine by the use of 
this principle. So he turned to an- 
other—-that when a gas expands 
rapidiy it absorbs heat. He com- 
pressed air by a pump, then freed 
it in a chamber, in which was a 
container with water. 

Gorrie’s original machine is in 
the Smithsonian institution = at 
Washington. 

His use of ice in fevers was to 
ventilate the sick room. 
room he made an opening in 
wall at the level of the floor. From 
the ceiling was suspended a bucket 
in which was placed a block of ice. 
The ice cooled the air at the ceil- 
ing, which, being heavier, descend- 
ed and passed out of the room 
through the opening in the floor. 
Thus a circulation of cooled air 
passed over the patient. 

Dr. John Gorrie was thus the 
first man to apply the principle 
which we now call “air condition- 
ing” for the treatment of the sick 
room.

In the early days of the 
Revolution she had a violent affair 
with Dybenko, the idol of the Red 
fleet, who had brought the cruiser 
Aurora up the Neva from Kron- 
stadt to Petrograd, at the time of 
the revolution in November,’ 1917, 
to fire on the Winter Palace which 
was then the headquarters of the 
Provisional Government. He and 
Kollontai were so absorbed in each 
other that they forgot about the 
revolution whose fate still hung in 
the balance, and rushed off to the 
Crimea for a honeymoon. This 
caused acrid comment amongst the 
Communist leaders, who were a 
puritanical lot, and finally the mat- 
ter was brought up seriously in a 
meeting of the Central Committee. 
One speaker after another demand- 
ed the severest penalties against the 
erring couple for what they called 
“desertion in face of the enemy.” 
It was soon clear that the meeting 
wanted to have them shot, no less. 

Then Lenin intervened. “I have 
listened, comrades,” he said solemn- 
ly, “to your just and weighty re- 
marks, with which I fully concur. 
No punishment can be too harsh for 
this unworthy pair; death itself is 
inadequate, I therefore suggest that 
we vote upon the followtng resolu- 
tion: ‘Sternly repudiating the be- 
havior of Comrades Kollontai and 
Dybenko the Central Committee of 
the Communist Party decides that 
they be punished in an exemplary 
manner, to wit, that they are jointly 
and severally condemned to be ex- 
clusively faithful to each other for 
the period of five yeags.” The mo- 
tion was dropped in a gale of laugh- 
ter, but my informant added that 
Kollontai never quite forgave Lenin 
for saving her life in that way.

EXPLANATION OF YESTERDAY'S CARTOON 


MIRACLE OF DWANNA LEE—On October 25, 1933, littlke Dwanna Lee Newman, then just two years old, of 
Eureka, Utah, had the narrowest kind of escape from death. The little tot was crossing the D. &@ R. G. W. tracks 
when she was hit by a freight train traveling at a speed of about 20 miles per hour. The locomotive pilot knocked 
her 10 feet in the air, she alighted on the crossties exactly between the rails and the entire freight train passed over 
her. A Eureka resident, Gordon Tindar, was close enough to see exactly what happened, but not close enough to 
rescue the little girl. When picked up, she was found to be unconscious, but soon revived, and examination disclosed 
the fact that aside from a bump on forehead, she was uninjured. And Believe It or Not, the little spoon with which 
she was playing at the time was cut in two by the train wheels, yet she still clasped the spoon handle in her tiny hand 


when brought home. 

DEAF-MUTE SPEAKS THREE LANGUAGES—Though classified as a deaf-mute, Miss Lalla Lee of Ossian, 
Iowa, has command of three languages—English, German and Norwegian. Her voice is not especially strong but can 
be heard and is readily intelligible. And though she cannot hear,*she “‘lip-reads’’ the same three languages. 

Miss Lee was born in Norway, came to the United States at a very tender age, and became deaf in childhood. At 
the Lutheran School in North Detroit she was taught to read, write and speak German. Next she attended the State 
School in Council Bluffs where she learned English, and later she attended Gallaudet College in Washington. Her 
parents have never known any language except Norwegian, so Lalla was obliged to master that tongue also. 

The term “deaf-mute” does not necessarily imply total inability to hear or speak, but rather “those who are deaf 
from childhood whether able to articulate or not, and whether deafness is td®al or not.”
